Patrolman Robbins testified, at the in- 
quest Monday into the death of Leon- 
ardo Cirrantano, that he struck Cirran- 
tano on the head and the left wrist with 
Fis club in the effort to capture him, 
after the man had gone mad and, by 
brandishing a knife, had driven the con- 
ductor and passengers from the rear 
platform of an eastbound Hodiamont 
car at 19:30 p. m. last Thursday. 

Cirrantano died Saturday morning at 
the city hospital. His left wrist was 
broken and a scalp wound was inflicted 
by the blows of the policeman’s club, 
Dr. Lebrecht found, in performing an 
autopsy, that an abscess of the brain 
caused death. He did not connect the 
abseess, in his report, with the blow on 
the man’s head. 

Witnesses at the inquest told how the 
tian began showing his mania at Good- 
fellow avenue, and how, at Bayard ave- 
nue, he became violent, and vith mani- 
aca] shouts and violent threats, accom- 
panied by waving of the knife, cleared 
the rear platform. 

Pelted With Stones. 

Four policemen, Cook. Byrnes, Finner- 
tv and Robbins, came and found passen- 
gers pelting the frenzied man with 
stones from the car track. They and 
the motorman, Victor Roscoe, worked 
20 minutes in the effort to capture the 
man Without shooting or otherwise seri- 
ously injuring him. 

Robbins testified that he made two at- 
tempts to subdue the man without using 
his club, but was driven from the plat- 
form by the maniac, who lunged at him 
savagely with the knife. Then, he said, 
he began swinging his club, and Cirran- 
tano, throwing up his. left arm as a 
shield, was struck on the wrist, causing 
a fracture. 

The man redoubled his efforts to stab 
someone, and Robbins said that while a 
passenger diverted his attention at the 
side of the car, he (Robbins) felled him 
with a flow on the head. He then seized 
his arm, but it took the assistance of 
Finnerty and the motorman to subdue 
the man and get the knife out of his 
clenched hart. The motorman testified 
that he nat to push back the man’s fin- 
gers one by one, and that, after being 
disarned, the man clung to the plut- 
form with great strength.

The Folk-for-President campaign man- 
agers were considering the advisability 
Monday of filing no delegations for the 
St. Louis primaries to be held Feb. 12. 
While no positive announcement, was 
made, the Folk managers deciared that 
under a primary controlled by the De'n- 
ocratie City Committee, with every in- 
dividual member of the committee filing 
or heading Clark delegations, ihe former 
Governor could ont get a square deal. 

All delegations must be filed by noon 
Wednesday, under the last ruling of the 
committee. St. Louis will be entitled to 
216 delegates in the Joplin convention. 
The Folk men assert that the Demo- 
cratic City Committee is controlled by 
special and saloon interests, and that 
it is using the party organization ‘n 
favor of Speaker Clark. They also 
charge that this is the same city com- 
mittee charged with manipulating the 
Democratic primaries four years ago 
against David A. Baill, the _ political 
creator of Clark. 

“It is only necessary,” said Lon San- 
cers, chairman of the Folk Campaign 
Bureau Monday, ‘“‘to make a tour of the 
saloons controlled by the ward bosses 


of St. Louis to find out where they 
stand. Nearly every one of them has 
behind his bar a picture of Speaker 


Clark, “Our Choice for Presi- 
dent.’ 


Sanders Charges Conspiracy. 
“If there is any doubt about a con- 


spiracy among the St. Louis political 
bosses in their effort to defeat Gov. 
Folk, through the use of Clark’s name, 
it is only necessary to refer to a public 
interview recently given by Herman W., 
Fay, chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee. He said, ‘We will carry St. 
Louis for Speaker Clark, and when he is 
out of the way the delegates will be for 
Harmon at the Baltimore convention.’ 
“Speaker Clark jis being used by the 
reactionaries, and they seized upon his 
name as the best method of defeating 
Folk, who stands today recognized as 
one of the foremost progressive Demo- 
crats in the country. 

“We want the Democrats of the State 
to know that we have done everything 
possible to avoid a bitter fight, and we 
want them to know that the responsi- 
bility for a divided and discordant party 
rests upon Mr. Clark and his friends, 
who are allowing his ambition not only 
to repudiate his party pledge, but to dis- 
regard the welfare of the Democratic 
party.

Nashville, and if he wins Missouri, 


they will start an active compaign 
throughout the State.

DENIES He AILLED 
15-YEAR-OLD GIRL 


Young Man Writes He Is Inno- 
cent Just Before Electrocu- 
tion at Sing Sing. 








CRIME TWO YEARS AGO 





Was Convicted on Circumstantial 
Evidence of Strangling and 
Burning Girl, 15. 





By Associated Press. 

OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 29.—Albert 
Wolter was put to death in the electric 
chair at Sing Sing prison at 5:41 o’clock 
this morning for the murder of 15-year- 
old Ruth Wheeler nearly two years ago. 

The girl went to Wolter’s flat in New 
York in search of employment and he 
was convicted of killing her after she 
had been mistreated. Wolter left a 
statement with Warden Kennedy deny- 
ing he had committed the crime. 

Wolter was declared dead after one 
contact of 1960 volts. The State elec- 
trician said Wolter showed less resist- 
ance to the electric current than any 


Sing Sing prison. 

Wolter spent his last night 
ly, resting only part of the time. At 2 
a. m, Wolter made his denial of the 
killing. It was on a single sheet and so 
even and clear were the letters formed 
that the writing had the appearance of 
copper plate. 

Wolter’s statement says: “I wish to 
state I am innocent of the crime I was 
convicted of. I have been a victim of 
circumstantial evidence. I hope that 
there may come a time when the con- 
Science of the perpetrator will over- 
power him and he will come to the 
front and acknowledge his guilt.’’ 

Although Wolter was convicted on 
circumstantial evidence, the Court of 
Appeals, reviewing the case after a 
series of legal delays, declared he was 
fairly tried and justly convicted. 


She Went to Seek Work. 

Ruth Wheeler met her death March 
24, 1910, in Wolter’s apartment on the 
fourth floor of a house on East Seven- 
ty-fifth street, New York City, where 
she had gone to seek emplu,ment as 
a stenographer. Her charred body was 
discovered subsequently. 

The evidence indicated the girl had 
keen strangled and: burned. The body 
had been thrust into a fireplace, where 
it was burned partly and concealed un- 
til it became convenient to remove it in 
a bag to the fire escape, from which 
it was thrown to the ground bélow. 
Wolter admitted he wrote the postal 
card which led Ruth Wheeler to visit 
his apartment and in a book kept by 
him was found in her handwriting an 
entry of her name and address. A hat- 
‘in and a ring which the girl had worn 
on the morning of her disappearance 
were found in thé fireplace and in a 
house to which Wolter had moved on the 
following day wasifound an umbrella 
which the girl was: said to have had 
with her when she left home. 

His Story Never Verified, 
Wolter ‘sald he neévér' had seen the 
Wheeler girl. He sought to account for 
the’entry of the gifl'® tlame in his book 
by. saying he wrote it there at the dic- 
tation of “Fred Ahner”’.-who was de- 
sirous of starting a school of shorthand 
and told him he was géfng to engage 
Ruth Wheeler. No Oné’Cduld be found 
to testify to the existence of Ahner. 
Wolter was sentenced to be electro- 
cuted June 6, 1910, but the execution was 
stayed by an appeal. Although the law 
allows Only six months in which to ar- 
gue such an appeal, the case did not 
reach the Court of Appeals until Dec. 
4, 1911. The Court offirmed the convic- 
tion within ten days.

OT a TYPHOON,” a very remark- 
able drama of international sig- 
nificance, received its premiere 
American production Sunday evening at 
the Century, the presentation being 
made by Walker Whiteside and a sup- 
ynorting company of uncommonly well- 
schooied players. 

It is an exceedingly powerful anid at- 
mospheric play in two of its three acts. 
It weakens somewhat in the third, de- 
voted perilously to the slow dying of 
its central figure. Because of its curi- 
ous story it leaves a memorable impres- 
sion on the minds of its audience. 

This story, in effect, hurls the modern 
Japanese sneeringly into the face of all 
Christendom, revealing the formidable 
menace of his absolute devotion to Ja- 
nan, a racial solidarity of loyal conse- 
craction which makes a potential martyr 
patriot of each individual unit of the 
Mikado’s 50,900,000 subjects. 

Hlere, rather than in the fragic infatu- 
ation of young Tokeramo for Illona, a 
European temptress, is sounded “The 
Typhoon’'s” keynete. 

Old Joshikawa, the grim and relent- 
less chief of the group of Japanese 
Government spies operating in Berlin, 
is made to seem the incarnate embodi- 
ment of Japanese unity of soul in fan- 
atical loyalty to Japan. 

Tokeramo himself voices the taunt of 
Japan to the so-called civilized world 
when he tells Lindner, the debauched 
German hater of the ‘‘little vellow peo- 
ple,’’ that the Christian's loss of respect 
for God, for country and for self is the 
character-flaw that will yet enable 
Japan to rule the world. 

It’s an almost appallingly timely play, 
this “idea drama” of Melchoir Leyngel, 
the 28-year-old Hungarian, which al- 
ready is the biggest success of the day 
on the Budapest, Vienna, Berlin and 
Paris stages. It sets one 
along world-politics lines. It giyes a 
new illumination of the character of the 
Japanese, one of whose Admirals wrote 
a tender little poem the night before he 
led his fleet into action and shot the 
battleships of Russia all to pieces, and 
whose soldiers advance to a desperate 
charge singing Japanese folk-songs. 
Walker Whiteside played the role of 
Tokeramq, a young nobleman whom 
the Mikado himself has entrusted with 
a secret Berlin mission of the most vital 
importance, and whose mad passion for 
a European adventuress comes near 
making him a traitor to his country. 
He played it well, too, save for a 
strange temperamental reluctance to 
give it those occasional strokes of in- 
flexible hardness which such a charac: 
ter demands. With just a little bit more 
of “blood and iron” injected itto his 
veins the Tokeramo of Mr. Whiteside's 
portrayal will become unforgetable 
ir leed. 

At the same time, as wel!, far from 
ciminishing the plausibility of iis soul- 











rotting madness for the possession of 
Illona, the temptress, this legitimate 
aspect of Tokeramo will add vitally 


to the consistent tragedy of the story. 
Long before the days of Mark Antony 
and Cleopatra, or even of Samson and 
Delilah, grim and formidable men have 
teen befooled into deadly weakness hv 
teautiful and wicked women. 

Mr. Whiteside has it well within his 
natural powers to build up his Toke- 
ramo into one of the biggest and inost 
impressive stage portraits of his gen- 
eration. He revealed enough of this 
power Sunday night to prove the sure- 
ness of his grasp, if now he will but 
take hold of the task with hands more 
firmly clenched. 

A very close second to the star him- 
self was Florence Reed in the role of 
Illona, *“) the emotional demand of 
which she rose with admirable ability. 
This was especially true in the piay's 
bie scene between Tokeramo and Ilona 
in the second act, ending in the stran- 
vling of the European woman by the 
love-crazed Oriental. The range of emo- 
tion here Is wide indeed, and it was so 
comprehensively shown that Miss Reed 
shared almost evenly in the applause 


which finally compelled Mr. Whiteside 
to make a curtain-speech of gratef'il 


acknowledgment. 
The many Japanese parts brought into 


evidence by the unusual- storv © were 
played with amazing cleverness, stainp- 


ing upon one’s thought an unforgetable 
conviction of the streng, subtle and ex- 
traordinarily adaptable character of the 
little island-race now dreaming = such 
majestic dreams of world-dominance. 
Especially capable was the work of 
lienry Bergman as Joshikawa, the cear; 
of Japan’s secret corps in Berlin. and 
this achievement Was so capably re 
forced by that of Richard Sherman as 
Kobayashi, Joseph Woodburn as Omavi, 
Steven Wright as Yamoshi, Harold De 
Becker as Hironari, and of certain 
others in a lesser degree, that the play's 
initial presentation attained an import- 
ance in art much out of the ordinary. 
The creation of Japanese ‘“‘atmosnphere" 
in a trying environment, where the 
faintest sounding of a false note might 
transform serious drama into comedy, 
was accomplished with fine skill. 
Among others in the cast, Miss Flor- 
ence Fisher as Tira, a Berlin actress 
and friend of Illona, and Malcolm Wil- 
liams as Ernest Lindner, the lover 
Whom Illona discarded for Tokeramo, 
were of noteworthy excellence, save 
that, once or. twice, Mr. Williams in- 
clined somewhat too strenuously to over- 
acting along melodramatic lines. 

The play's stage setting is satisfying 
above the average. The premiere pro-

The So-Called Folk Indorsement. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Somebody who hides under the signature of 
“Democrat” has written your esteemed journal, 
Saying that Mr. Clark’s friends are violating a 
pledge in opposing Folk for the presidency. 
Knowing that the Post-Dispatch desires to be 
fair, let me ask you to print this letter and 
this statement of fact.

If the 1910 snap meeting 
was legal, the committee should have called a 
convention for the selection of delegates and 
for the ratification only of its 1910 attitude in 
favor of Folk. This would have produced a pro- 
test from more than 300,000 Ibemocrats who have 
a right to be heard. 

The main point, however, is that Mr. Clark 
i3 not pledged to Mr. Folk and that he opposed 
the snap action of 1910.

No mat- 
ter how perfectly formed a woman 
may be, unless she has a grace- 
ful, erect carriage she might as 
well be built like a plant and if 
she is not properly corseted every 
line is obliterated. Yet, an ordi- 
nary, everyday body may be cul- 
tivated into a thing of grace and 
beauty with the assistance oi 
properly fitted stays and a good 
backbone. 


OU know, al! this talk about un- 
corseted figures is—well, just 
talk. Women have worn corsets 

always, in spite of all romances 

to the contrary, and always will. 

The history of the corset is one of.the 
most interesting and antedates that of 
more articles of wearing apparel than 
one cares to enumerate. The Greek 
women—famed for their forms diyvyine— 
wore a‘ stiff girdle; they say Cleopatra 
wore a corset of some description, and 
at various times during the ages cor- 
sets were not the gentle things they 
are today, but instruments/of torture, 
with steel and rivets—devices that mod- 
ern woman would scorn to own, much 
less wear. 


The present-day corset is a thing of | 


few bones, cut as near like a natural, 
normal form as it can possibly be, and 
made of the softest of coutils, meant 
simply to hold the curves firmly enough 
to keep the silhouette unbroken by ab- 
rupt lines. Their object is to aid the 
muscles in upholding their burden and 
to distribute. and confine the flesh 
evenly. 

Women think more of their figures 
now than they ever did, according to a 
corsetiere who has been in the business 
for nearly twenty years. She said, when 
she first began’ selling corsets, they 
were ali cut after the same pattern, 
with tiny waist and bulging hips, and 
vere bought by the waist measure, re- 
gardless of the wearer’s natural shape 
or size. Fitting was unknown. 


NE day a revolution, which must 
have been brewing for a long 
time, burst, and the straight- 
front corset won the day. It 

was the first, and steadily ever since 
the tendency toward a natural out'ine 
has been growing, until it has been at- 
tained in the present-day corsets. 

Instead of but one model, there are 
hundreds, and a woman would no more 
tuy a pair without having them fitted 
than she would a frock. 

The “settled” figure of a woman of 
30, whose lines had become humped out 
of shape, is no more; there are no more 
old figures, and women long past their 
prime have virtually made their figures 
all over again by systematically train- 
ing them back to their good lines with 
the assistance of correctly made corsets. 

However well cut they may be, corsets 
can't do it all and a@ woman depends 
more upon her own muscles and bones 
for her beauty of form than she ever 
did before. She can no longer make 
her corset steels do the work that her 
spine and abdominal muscles are in- 
tended to do. She must train them to 
stand alone, so that her figure is inde- 
pendent of all support, her corsets being 
merely to keep her lines from “break- 
ing”’ and to make her more tidy. 

Stand with your head .up, shoulders 
easy (not hunched), chest out, abdomen 
and all other muscles firm and the feel- 
ing that your backbone is there and 
doing its share will give you a good car- 


riage.

In 14 Games He Bowls 3128 
for a Grand Average of 
Hanging up an average of 2236-14 for 
14 games, Jimmy Blouin, the Chicago 
pin-toppler, made it possible for the 
Chalmers-Detroit team of Chicago to de- 
feat the All-Stars of St. Louis in the big 


intercity bowling match at the Wash- 
ington alleys Sunday. Eliminate Blou- 
in’s work and there was little to choose 
between the two teams. However, the 
brilliant feats of this one man enabled 
the visitors to cop the individual and 
five-man events after losing in the dou- 
bles. 

Blouin’s wonderful work Sunday only em- 
phasized the fact that the Chicago bowler 
is the premier pin-toppler of the country. 
When he last visited St. Louis Blouin also 
played a stellar role. A year ago this time, 
he came on from the Windy City and won 
the individual champiponship of the Amer- 
ican Bowling Congress, then in session at 
the Coliseum.

In Sunday’s matches Blouin completely 
outshone all his competitors.

In his pockets the 
police found 35 cents and the business 
card of a saloon at Twenty-first street 
nnd Lucas avenue, on the back of which 
was written the titles of a music roll 
for an electric piano. An inquest was 
ordered.

O SWEAR TO IS 
WIFE, NOT AT HER 





Clayton Judge Says It’s O K for 
Husband to Damn Things 
in General. 





A man has a legal right to let his wife 
support him, and he may swear in her 
presence without inflicting an indignity 
cn her, provided he confines his exple- 
tives tu. wmment on conditions that an- 
noy hin. and does not direct them per- 
sonally to his wife. This was so Set 
forth Monéeay by Judge McElhinney of 
the Circuit Court at Clayton in ‘enyving 
a divorce to Mrs. Lottie Jennings Gard- 
ner, proprietor of the Oakwocd iotei at 
Kirkwood. 
Mrs. Gardner alleged that her hus- 
hand, Olander Gilbert Gardner, used 
abusive langyvayve to her, faile? to sup- 
port her, refused to tell her his business 
secrets and sometimes was abhsewrt for 
extended periods without informing her 
of his whereaveuts. She named as co- 
respondent Gardner's stenograrher, Miss 
Elizabeth Warfield. who is more ti.an 40 
years old. 

Separated in April. 
It was brought out during the trial 
that the Gardners separated last April, 
but that Gardner continued to reside 
at his wife’s hotel without paying board. 
Gardner testified that Miss Warfield was 
merely his business confidant by reason 
of having invested her money and a sum 
belonging to her sister in various enter- 
prises he was promoting. He denied 
that he had cursed his wife, but admit- 
ted he had sworn in her presence when 
annoyed by business troubles. 
“A man has the tYegal right to live 
upon his wife's property and to be 
supported by her if he sees fit,’’ says 
the Judge in his opinion. 

His Swearing 0 Kd. 
He then reviews the testimony rela- 
tive to the profanity and excuses Gard- 
ner on the ground that the remarks 
were comments on general conditions 
and not personal thrusts. 
“In these days,’’ says the opinion, 
“profanity is not required of a gentle- 
man as a mark of respectability; but 
one who does not use profanity may ex- 
press his feelings with equal or perhaps 
greater force by slamming a door or by 
smashing a chair that stands in his 
way.” 
Mrs. Gardner had testified her hus- 
band once smashed a chair and on an- 
other occasion slammed a door so hard 
he broke a mirror.
